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(57) Abstract: The invention relates to a method, a com- 
puter program product, a segmentation system and a user 
interface for structuring an unstructured text by making use 
of statistical models trained on annotated training data. The 
method performs text segmentation into text sections and 
assigns labels to text sections as section headings. The per- 
formed segmentation and assignment is provided to a user 
for general review. Additionally, alternative segmentations 
and label assignments are provided to the user being c£^a- 
ble to select alternative segmentations and alternative labels 
as well as to enter a user defined segmentation and user de> 
fined label. In response to the modifications introduced by 
the user, a plurality of different actions are initiated incor- 
porating the re-segmentation and re-labelling of successive 
parts of the document or the entire document. Furthermore 
the method comprises a learning functionality, logging and 
analyzing user introduced modifications for adaptation of 
the method to the user's preferences and for fiuther training 
of the statistical models. 
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
